Invention of motion pictures can partially be 


attributed to a California Incident. Two rac| 
horse man argued as to whether a horse, walla' 
running had more than two feejt on the ground 
at any time. 
To prove this, 24 threads were 


stretched across the track, and the end of each 
attached to a separate camera. 
A horse ran 


down the stretch breaking each thread separately 
and exposing 24 photographic plates. One of the 
men took copies of the photographs to Europe 
where they caused numerous experiments Final- 
ly the task of making motion pictures was given 
up because no flexible substitute for glass could 
ba found. 


Tears later a New Jersey minister, trying to 


discover a way of making nonbreakable stereop- 
tlcon slides for use in his Sunday school, made 
the discovery that celluloid was suitable 
The 


substitute was immediately employed by a photo- 
graph 
supply manufacturer, 
which 
enabled 


Thomas Edison to perfect his kinetoscope, or 
peep-hole machine, first shown at Columbian ex- 
position, Chicago, in 1893. Forty feet of ribpon 
film, with continuity of action rolled past the lens 
In a' hole in a cabinet with an intermittent move- 
ment that retained each picture before the peep- 
hole twice as long as it required to move the pic- 
ture to this spot. Back of the film was an elec- 
tric light, and directly In front of the lens a small 
hole through which the people could peep for the 
sum of five cents. The film had sprocket holes 
in the margin on one side and a corresponding 
sprocket was placed on. the rollers. 


This device served as an idea for Robert W. 


Paul of London, the firm of Lumiere & Sons of 
Paris and a man named Grey of New York city. 
Simultaneously these men thought of attaching 
the film to a stereopticon lamp and projecting the 
picture on to a screen, and began working out 
machines which would do this properly. 
The 


first projected motion picture in America was 
that of Grey's eldoloscope in a basement store- 
room In New York city in 1895. Paul perfected 
his projecting machine in March, 1896, and 
Lumiere in 1897. At a later date, William Ken- 
nedy Laury Dlxon, formerly with Paul, now em- 
ployed by Thomas Edison, perfected the Edison 
kinetoscope. This device was a cambination of 
the "peep-hole" invention, with sprockets on each 
side of the film introduced by Lumiere, a more 
accurate Intermittent movement for the film car- 
riage, and a powerful lamp perfected by Thomas 
Edison, £ther machines appeared in America 
about the same time, but later patent rights were 
all merged with that of the Edison 
The projec- 


tion machines were crude and it has required 
much time and mechanical Ingenuity to bring 
them to the state of perfection. 


With machines made, a still greater problem 


of securing new interesting subjects confronted 
the showmen who took up the novelty. 
There 


being no completed motion pictures for sale,- It 
was necessary for each exhibitor to make all his 
own subjects. 
No one thought of making pic- 


| tures of plays., Instead, they caught finishes of 
races, scenes In prize fights, and topical events 
of a sensational nature. 
/ 


About this time a Kansas City operator of these 


machines, learning of the projecting machine, 
made plans for a concession at the Buffalo Pan- 
American exposition, which consisted of a rail- 
way illusion made possible by rocking the coach 
while pictures were projected on a screen in 
one end of the car. Later this was exhibited 
throughout ttfe country in a specially constructed 
railroad coach, and the name, "Hale's Tour of the 
World," became famous. 


The greatest, step of the industry following 


the perfection of projectors, films and cameras 
was made simultaneously by Miles Brothers of 
New York and Eugene Klelne of Chicago, they 
established film markets or exchanges, where 
negatives were bought and prints sold or rented. 
This system served to solve the problem of dis- 
tribution, by renting films to exhibitors, for this 
method is successfully used today throughout the 
world. 


The exchange system assured a permanent film

verted into theaters In all parts of the country. 
In less than two years more than ten thousand 
picture theaters were opened 
In 
the 
United 


States 
The number In New York city alone to- 


taled more than 1,200 January 1, 1907, and In 
Chicago there were 800 of a mushroom growth. 


Many motion picture producing plants were es- 


tablished in many cltlea, and the film supply 
proved abundant for the rapidly Increasing num- 
ber of theaters 
But there was no system to the 


production, the making of prints, preparing ad- 
vertising matter for exhibitors, or giving heed 
to what is today considered the most important 
phase of the business—that of arranging a well- 
balanced program 


Manufacturers saw the necessity of not only 


making the subjects, but also maintaining their 
own system of exchanges for the purpose of safe- 
guarding their own Interests by controlling the 
films, and merged their interests in releasing 
companies. Now there are no less than ten cor- 
porations composed of owners of producing com- 
panies that have national releasing systems, with 
exchanges in all principal cities. These are capi- 
talized in the millions and one is reputed to have 
made 1,600 per cent profit, while on the other 
hand others have operated continuously at a loss. 


With the 
formation of big releasing com- 


panies and the general improvement of conditions 
of the industry, with regard to all phases, the 
most important to the ten millions of people of 
the United States who daily witness the show- 
ing of motion pictures is the great change for the 
betterment of production, and the realisation by 
the manufacturers of the possibilities of photo- 
plays 


In the standardization of the film the celluloid 


strip was gradually reduced In size from one hav- 
ing a picture two Inches wide and one and one- 
half inches deep, to uniform size of picture, three- 
fourths of an inch deep by one inch In width". 
There are sixteen separate pictures to each lineal 
foot of film, or 16,000 to a reel of 1,000 feet, 
which, when properly projected, Is "run off" in 
eighteen minutes 
Few motion picture lovers 


know that every minute approximately! one thou- 
sand separate pictures are projected on the 
screen, each one separated from the adjoining 
one by a black line of the thickness of an aver- 
age calling card. 


Still stranger, it may seem, is the fact that 


about one-fourth of the time the pictures are 
hidden from view of the audience and the screen 
IB black. This is caused by a revolving fan wheel 
or shutter passing in front of the projecting lens 
each time the film is advanced from one picture 
to another by the Intermittent sprocket move- 
ment. 
A thousand feet of film which passes 


through the projecting machine is stationary 
three-fourths of the eighteen minutes required 
in projecting it, and In action but approximately 
four and a half minutes. This prevents blurring 


• of the pictures and makes each individual picture 


or "frame" sharp frpm point of focus. The pic- 
tures are magnified from two to four hundred 
times their actual size by the projection, accord- 
ing to the size of the screen, distance from the 
lens and the lens Itself. 


The making of motion pictures Is most interest- 


ing, and all studios are visited dally by hundreds. 
At a few visitors are permitted, but at the ma- 
jority a "No Admittance' sign hangs over the 
entrance and no-amount of talk or money will 
get the stranger past the gates. The studio In 
reality consists of an ^open-air platform, one in- 
closed entirely by glass, or a hall-like building 
with movable electric lights of such candle power 
as will make it light as day. 


In all producing -plants now the story for the 


photoplay is first written. Prom this la prepared 
the scenario, which briefly'outlines every scene, 
describes the settings and action of the players. 
When'it is considered that each reel of pictures 
requires from fifty to seventy-five scenes, and 
many of the photoplays of today consist of an 
many as five, six and seven reels, while the 
larger ones, such as "The Spoilers," consisted of 
nine reels, "Les Miuerables" eight "Cabiria" of 
twelve, and the largest photoplay yet made, "The

largest producing plant tn the world, twenty to 
twenty-four companMe ot players are constantly 
at work. 
Tho raw film Is mad« in strips four hundred 


feet in length, wound on spools. After being ex- 
posed Ihpy are sent to laboratories, where they 
are developed. 


The negative film Is next threaded into a print- 


ing machine and an unexposed positive film Is 
placed next to It but on the opposite side from 
an electric lamp. This machine operates auto- 
matically and "prints" tho positive from the 
negative at the rate of several thousand feet per 
hour 


A motion picture studio Is a veritable curiosity 


shop. In the wardrobe aie to be found costumes 
of all ages and sizes, representing a great in- 
vestment. 
The "property" room contains almost any- 


thing that can be thought ot. 


The pay rolls of the manufacturing companies 


range from $1,000 to J25.000 weekly whore twenty 
or more companies are busy, the amounts vary- 
ing according to number of producing companies, 
the class of professionals employed and quality 
of subjects made. In addition to this great ex- 
penditure totaling more than a quarter of a bil- 
lion dollars a year for all companies In tbe United 
States, must be added cost of film, studio equip- 
ment and a hundred and one little Items of es- 
pouse that come up in the making ot every pic- 
ture. 
This vast amount constitutes the lion's 


share of production costs for motion pictures of 
the world, or 65 per cent. 


The industry of the United States is centered 


at Los Angeles. Producers have fonnd there are 
more sunshiny picture-making days In this vi- 
cinity than in any other part of the world, and. 
furthermore, any kind of scenery can be found 
within a radius of fifty miles of this southern Cal- 
ifornia city. Mountains, sea, desert, tropical and 
frigid zones, metropolitan, village or country 
scenes are to ba had by a short automobile ride. 


In addition to the pictures made at studios 


there are hundreds of camera men employed or 
working Independently traveling in all parts of 
the world securing travelogues or scenic pictures, 
and topical Bccnee of incidents that are used to 
make up what are termed "Weeklies." It is es- 
timated that there are more than one hundred 
now with the various armies of the na-Uons at 
war In Europe and scarcely a week passes that 
some traveling film makers do not market pic- 
tures depicting life and conditions to some re- 
mote part of the globe. 


The principal educators of today have come to 


realize the importance of the motion picture for 
""use In schools and college*, and tbe time is not 
far distant when a projecting machine will be an 
Important part of the equipment of our schools, 
the universities and many schools of the larger 
cities now having adopted this means of teach- 
ing.Motion pictures, fifteen years ago a novelty, 
ten years ago a feature added to vaudeville pro- 
grams and termed "chasers" by tbe theMer man- 
agers because they constituted the last number 
of the entertainment, usually causing people to 
leave, now serve as amusement to the greatest 
number of people. They have replaced, and the 
better subjects now command as high admission 
prices as comedy, drama and musical shows of 
the speaking stage in a majority of the best thea- 
ters of the large cities, and by their universal 
popularity have become known as the American 
amusement

Bret projected motion picture In America was 
that of Grey's rfdoloscope in a basement store- 
room in New York city in 1895. Paul perfected 
his projecting machine in March 
1896, and 


Lumiere in 1897. At a later date, William Ken- 
nedy Laury Dixon, formerly with Paul, now em- 
ployed by Thomas Edison, perfected the Edison 
fanetoscope. 
This device was a cembinat.on of 


the "peep hole" invention, with sprockets on each 
side of the film introduced by Lumiere, a more 
accurate Intermittent movement for the film car- 
riage and a powerful lamp perfected by Thomas 
Edison, flther machines appeared in America 
about thefame time, but later patent rights were 
all merged with that of the Edison. The projec- 
tion mfchines were crude and it haB required, 
much time and mechanical ingenuity to bring 
them to the state of perfection. 
With machines made, a still greater problem 


of securing new interesting subjects confronted 
the showmen who took up the novelty. 
There 


being no completed motion pictures for sale,- It 
was necessary for each exhibitor to make all his 
own subjects. 
No one thought of making pic- 


tures of plays.. Instead, they caught finishes of 
races, scenes in prize fights, and topical events 
of a sensational nature. 
- 
About this time a Kansas City operator of those 


machines, learning of the projecting machine, 
made plane for a concession at the Buffalo Pan- 
American exposition, which consisted of a rail- 
way illusion made possible by rocking the coach 
while pictures were projected on a screen in 
one end of the car., Later this was exhibited 
throughout ttfe country In a specially constructed 
railroad coach, and the name, "Kale's Tour of the 
World " became famous. 
The greatest, step of the industry following 


the perfection of projectors, films and cameras 
was made simultaneously by Miles Brothers of 
New York and Eugene Kleine of Chicago. 'They 
established film markets or exchanges, where 
negatives were bought and prints sold or rented. 
This system served to solve the Problem of dis- 
tribution, by renting films to exhibitors for this 
method is successfully used today throughout the 


Chicago there were 800

tablished in many cities, and the film supply 
proved abundant for the rapidly increasing num- 
ber of theaters. But there was no system to uie 
production the making of prints, preparing^ad- 
vertising matter for exhibitors, or giving neeu 
to what is today considered the most Important 
phase of the business—that of arranging a v,eii 
balanced program. 
. 
Manufacturers saw the necessity of not only 


making the subjects, but also maintaining their 
own system of exchanges for the purpose of safe- 
guarding their own interests by controlling the 
fflzns. and merged their interests in releasing 
companl-es 
Now there are no less than ten cor- 


porations composed of owners of producing com- 
panies that have national releasing systems, with 
excnanges In al) principal cities. These are capi- 
talized in the millions and one is reputed to nave 
made 1.600 per cent profit, while on the other 
hand others have operated continuously at a loss. 


With the 
formation 
of big releasing com- 


panies and the general improvement of conditions 
of the Industry, with regard to all phases, the 
most important to the ten millions of people o. 
the United States who daily witness the show- 
ing of motion pictures is the great change for the 
betterment of production, and the realisation by 
the manufacturers of the possibilities of photo- 
plays. 


In the standardization of the film the celluloid 


strip was gradually reduced in size from one h'av- 
Ing a picture two Inches wide and one and one- 
half inches deep, to uniform size of picture, three- 
fourths of an Inch deep by one Inch in wldtlr. 
There are sixteen separate pictures to each lineal 
foot of film, or 16,000 to a reel of 1,000 feet,

eighteen minutes. 
Few motion picture lovers 


know that every minute approximately one thou- 
sand separate pictures are projected 
on the 


screen, each one separated from the adjoining 
one by a black line of the thickness of an aver- 
age calling card. 


Still stranger, it may seem, is the fact that 


about one-fourth of the time the pictures are 
hidden from view of the audience and the screen 
is black. This Is caused by a revolving fan wheel 
or shutter passing in front of the projecting lens 
each time the film is advanced from one picture 
to another by the intermittent sprocket move- 
ment. 
A thousand feet of film which passes 


through the projecting 
machine is stationary 


three-fourths of the eighteen minutes required 
in projecting it. and in action but approximately 
four and a half minutes. This prevents blurring 
of the pictures and makes each individual picture 
or "frame" sharp from point of focus. 
The pic- 


tures are magnified from two to four hundred 
times their actual size by the projection.accord- 
ing to the size of the screen, distance from the 
lens and the lens itself.

with milk from a single cow, or a 
small herd, lies principally in the 
fart that it will show when the milk 
is abnormal and will give warning 
that a careful examination of the 
herd should be made. It also might 
Indicate the need of-improvement 
in the method of handling and chil- 
ling the milk, with the object of 
checking the growth of milk-sour- 
ing organisms.

ISavb \Viiv Injuries Demand Skillful 


Care. 


This is the- season of the year when 


stockmen rue most frequently annoy- 
ed with barb wire injuries to their 
horpnt, 
Just a few things to bear in 


mind at such times have been sug- 
gested by Dr. A. S. Alexander, of the 
Department of Horse Breeding. 


"After a barb wire accident, do not 


apply axel grease or any other rancid, 
ointment to the wound. Wash the 
wound thoroughly with warm water. 
Then clip the hair as closely as pos- 
sible around it, and wash again to 
remove any hair or other foreign 
substance. 


When sand or hair has lodged In 


the depths of a deep cut, never use a 
WPI s,ponge to 'clean it out. 
Use a 


piece of absorbent cotton or cotton 
batting. 
There will be much less 


i-U.k of infection. 


It will be useless to put stitches in 


a wound that is very deep or ragged, 
or that is located in a place not _in 
perfect rest when the animal is mak- 
ing natural movements. 


Dry dusting powder has a healing 


effect on barb wire wounds and other 
large moist cuts and abrasions. Such 
a powder may be prepared, cheaply 
by mixing together equal parts ot 
slaked lime, sulphur and charcoal. 


Prevent lock-jaw dangers in nail 


wounds of the hoof by opening them 
up freely which provides drainage 
for serum and pus. Saturate with a, 
solution of corrosive sublimate and 
water in the proporpion oM to 500. 
Cover with dusting powder, absor 
bent cotton and a bandage. 
This 


treatment should be repeated daily 
until the wound is healed."

VISIT TO DOOR GO, 


CHERRY ORCHARDS 


During the past week it was the 


writer's pleasure to make a trip 
thru Door County, the place which 
during the past few years, has sprung 
into cuch prominence on account 
of the fruit raising in that section. 
To bay that the trip was a most 
delightful one is only expressing it 
in a very mild way, and one feels 
at the outset that it will be. impos- 
sible to describe in words the won- 
derful transformation that has been 
brought about in a country by the 
discovery that it was an exception- 
ally good place in which to raise 
fruit. 


Door County is located on a pe- 


ninsula between Lake Michigan and 
Creen Bay. 
It was orginally cov 


ered with a heavy growth of tim- 
ber, 
among which were pine, hem- 


lock, cedar, beech birch, maple and 
spruce, with a sprinkling of many 
other varieties, of both hard and 
soft wood. 
The woodsman and his 


axe started in to cut off the timber 
about fifty years ago, and for a 
quarter of a century this was about 
the only industry that flourished to 
any extent. Some few of the early 
settlers tried farming to a certain 
extent, and some of them made a 
good -diving, while othars became 
disgusted and moved away lo other 
localities. 


Door county is a solid ledge of 


lime stone, on top of which there 
is a clay soil that has many small 
stones mixed with It. 
In places the 


lime stone sticks out of the sur- 
face of the ground, and in no place 
is it very thick 
The consequce was 


that there were many places where 
farming was a very difficult opera- 
tion, and in other parts of the coun- 
ty it was utterly impossible 
They 


used to tell stories up there about 
planting their wheat with a shot 
(run 
and sharpening the noses of 


the sheep so that they could get in 
between the rocks to eat the grass. 
The result of it all wa£ that manv 
men who had gone there and cleared 
up a little patch of ground became 
so discouraged that they gave it up 
and sold out at a low price or even 
abandoned their farm and let it go 
for taxes 


A few of the old settles started 


orchards, .and had apples of fine 
quality every other year, the trees 
in most instances being planted and 
were allowed to take care of them- 
selves. 


About twenty years ago several 


"xperts on the fruit business from 
the University of Wisconsin- paid a 
visit to Door county and looked ov- 
er the vipple orchards that iwere 
owned by the farmers, made some 
pictures of the apples on the trees 
and published a pamphlet tolling of 
the conditions in. that part of the 
country and making the statement 
that Door county was an exception 
ally good place for the raising of 
apples. 
However, nobody got ex- 


cited over the fruit business, and 
the university men went up 
there 


and bought a quantity of land and 
set it out to fruit trees. These were 
taken care of in a scientific manner 
and thej' bore regularly a good croiv 
of first class fruit, and still there 
was no rush for land, nor did the 
local people take much interest in 
the matter. 
They had known all 


the lime that apples could be raised 
there, but they had never contem- 
plated the matter of going into fruit 
raising as a means of making a liv. 
ing. 
One of these university men 


had also set out a large number of 
cherry trees in his orchaud, and it 
was found that these bore a good 
crop each year and that, they sold 
at exceptionally good prices. 
Then 


some other people set out cherry 
trees, and It was not long beforo 
the rush was on. 


It was like the stampede for a 


new gold field, only the rush was 
not so feverish nor were the new 
comers of the outlaw type. 
They 


•were men who understood the bus- 
iness of raising fruit, 
Land that 


had 'been selling at a few dollars 
an acre on account of the stony na- 
ture of the soil, went up to two and 
three hundred dollars an acre, and 
found buyers. 
Men who owned im- 


proved farms began to plant small 
fruits, and mortgages that had been 
dragging along for years were paid 
off, and money rolled in during tho 
fruit season like It had never done 
before. 
Cherries became the stan- 


dard and everybody talked on the 
subject,' 
Bank 
cashiers, 
.fichool 


teachers, both male and female, and 
everybody else who could raise the 
price, invested in a few acres of land 
and planted cherry trees. There were 
a few wise ones who sat around and 
shook their head's and talked about 
overstocking the market and about 
the boom collapsing and all that sort 
of thing but they had no effect on the 
enthusiasts, and the result today is 
that Door county has become one of 
the greatest cherry-producing sec- 
tions in the country, and the indi- 
cations are that in a few years the 
output will be quadrupled. 


A few years ago an association was 


formed for the purpose of setting the 
price and marketing the fruit, and 
since this occurred good prices havt 
prevailed and the fruit has been tak- 
en to maket in a promp manner and 
has been distributed in. an intelligent 
nianner, so that there has been no 
losses at the selling end. 


A company of outside capitalists 


was organized a few years ago and 
they came to Dpor county and bought 
up a large acreage of wild land. This 
was cleared up and planted to cherry 
trees and then placed on the market. 
The company would sell five, ten or 
more acres to a purchaser and take 
care of the tract for four years, after 
which it would be turned over to the 
buyer, at which time it was supposed 
to be in bearing condition. This plan 
enabled a professional man or wom- 
an who had had no experience in fruit 
farming to acquire a small orchard 
and eventually move onto it and make 
a business of fruit raising. 


The" cherries planted! there -iare 


two varieties of the red kind. One 
variety ripens about two weeks ear- 
lier than the^ other, and this enables 
the man with a large acreage to ex- 
tend the picking season over a longer 
time, and-makes it easier to secure 
pickers. 
It was expected, that the 


problem of securing pickers would 
put the business on the bum when it 
had assumed large proportions, hut 
this has worked out in just the oppo- 
site manner. People from all around 
there now figure on the cherry pick- 
gin season, and figure ahead to be 
on the scene of operation when the 
time comes. Girls have proved to be 
the best pickers, and as a result they 
are largely in the majority. One man 
told us on Friday that he had fired 
every boy picker, he had that day on 
account of their unreliableness', and 
kept only the girls. The farmers "that 
have a large afcreage, and consequent- 
ly have to employ a great number of 
pickers, provide, quarters for them 
'much the same as is done on the cran- 
berry marshes.- The pickers receive 
this year a cent and aquarter a box 
for doing the work, and the number 
they pick depends entirely on their 
ability. 
Some pick -more than two 


hundred boxes a day, while others 
average only half this amount. The 
wages are" not large for any of them, 
but those who take part in tthe work 
iseem to enjoy it and some of'them 
go back ye~ar aljpr-year.';1 ••,' 


Last week when we wore there the 


early cherries hud all been picked 
and they were to begin at once on the 
ate vanetiifj. The crop was good this 
year, and It was quite a sight to ride- 
along the roads and see the Irees loa- 
ded with fruit. 
The surprising part 


of it was lo see how small the Lices 
ure when they commence to hear. 
In man) instances the fruit can bo 
nearly all picked standing on the 
round, and one -\\oulil not expect to 
ee so much fruit on such small trees. 
The pickers are very careful not to 
break the branches from the trees 
or destroy them in any way, and pick- 
ers who are not careful in this respect 
soon tind themselves out of a job. 


The people of Door county make 


a specialty of cherries and macadam 
roads, a.nd the result is that those 
who do'not care tor cherries often 
uin up Tn that country merely to see 
liow it seems to roll along for miles 
and miles over roadb that are as near 
perfect as 't Is possible to build them 
from lime stone, Practically all the 
main roads in the county have now 
been macadamized, and they stretch 
away lor miles, almost as white as 
snow, up lull and down, with noth- 
ing said about a speed limit except 
in the villages. There arc many suin- 
mei resorts scattered about the coun- 
ty as well as many beautiful summer 
homes, and automobiles from all ov- 
er the country may be found thero 
during the summer mouths. 
As the 


peninsula is simounded by water it 
is always comfortably cool there even 
during the holiest weather, and (his 
fact biings many people there fiom 
the south every year. 
Some go 
i 


fish for a few days and others merely 
sit aiound and enjoy the nice weath- 
er, while many auto parties make the 
trip thru the county, slopping only a 
meal or two at a place, and then go 
on to another resort fo spend the 
night. 
Rates at all the hotels aro 


reasonable, generally 
being about 


Iwo dollars a day, and as the hoard 
is pretty generally first class, the trip 
is a most enjoyable one.

VISIT TO DOOR GO, 


CHERRY ORCHARDS 


During the past week it was the 


writer's pleasure to make a t-rip 
thru Door County, the place which 
during the past few years has sprung 
into «uch prominence on account 
of the fruit raisins in that section. 
To bay that the trip was a most 
delightful one is only expressing it 
in a very mild way, and one feels 
at the outset that it will be. impos- 
sible to describe in words the won- 
derful transformation that has been 
brought about in a country by the 
discovery that it was an exception- 
ally good place In which to raise 
fruit. 


Door County is located on a pe- 


ninsula between Lake Michigan and 
i:reen Bay. 
It was orginally cov- 


ered with a heavy growth of tim- 
ber, among which were pine, hem- 
lock cedar, beech birch, maple and 
spruce, with a sprinkling of many 
otheT varieties* of both hard and 
soft wood. 
The woodsman and his 


axe started in to cut off the timber 
.about fifty years ago, and for a 
quarter of a century this was about 
the only industry that flourished to 
any extent. 
Some few of the early 


settlers tried farming to a certain 
extent, and some of them made a 
good -/living, while others became 
disgusted and moved away to other 
localities. 


Door county is a solid ledge of 


lime stone, on top of which there 
Is a clay soil that has many small 
stones mixed with it. 
In places the 


lime stone sticks out of the sur- 
Cace of tho ground, and in no place 
is It very thick. The consequce was 
that there were many places where 
farming was a very difficult opera- 
tion, and in other parts of the coun- 
ty it was utterly impossible. 
They 


used to tell stories up there about 
planting their wheat with a. shot 
gun and sharpening 
the noses of 


the sheep so that they could get In 
between the rocks to eat the grass. 
The result of it all waj5 that many 
men who had gone there and cleared 
-up a little patch of ground became 
so discouraged that they gave it up 
and sold out at a low price or even 
abandoned their farm and let it go 
for taxes 


A few of the old settles started 


orchards, .and had 
apples of 
fine 


quality every other year, the trees 
in most instances being planted and 
were allowed to take care of them- 
seives. 
About twenty years ago several 


experts on the fruit business from 
the University of Wisconsin- paid a 
visit to Door county and looked ov- 
er the \ipple orchards that iwere 
owned by the farmers, made some 
pictures of the apples on the trees 
and published a pamphlet telling of 
the conditions in that part of the 
country and making the statement 
that Door county was an exception- 
ally good place for the raising of 
apples. 
However, nobody got ex- 


cited over the fruit business, and 
the university men went up 
there 


and bought a quantity of land and 
set it out to fruit trees. Those were 
taken care of in a scientific manner 
and they1 bore regularly a good crojy 
of first class fruit, and still there 
was no rush for land, nor did the 
local people take much interest in 
the matter. 
They had known all 


the time that apples could be raised 
there, but they had never contem- 
plated the matter of going into fruit 
raising as n. means of making a liv 
ing. 
One of these university men 


had also set out a large number of 
cherry trees in his orchard, and it 
was found that these bore a good 
crop each year and that, they sold 
at exceptionally good prices. 
Then 


some other people set out cherry 
trees, and it was not long befon 
the rush was on. 


It was like the stampede for u. 


new gold field, only the rush was 
not so feverish nor were the new 
comers of the outlaw type. 
They 


were men who understood the bus- 
iness of raising fruit. 
Land that 


had 'been selling'at a 1'ew dollars 
an acre on account of the stony na- 
ture of the soil, went up to two and 
three hundred dollars an' acre, and 
found buyers. 
Men who owned im- 


proved farms began to plant small 
fruits, and mortgages that had been 
dragging along for years were paid 
off, 
and money rolled in during the 


fruit season like it had never done 
before. 
Cherries became the stan- 


dard and everybody talked on tlie 
subject,' 
Bank 
cashiers, 
.;;chool 


teachers, both male and female, and 
everybody else who could raise the 
price, invested in a few acres of land 
and planted cherry trees. There were 
a few wise ones who sat around and 
shook their head's and talked about 
overstocking the market and about 
the boom collapsing and all that sort 
of thing but they had no effect on the 
enthusiasts, and the result today is 
that Door county has become one of 
the greatest 'cherry-producing sec- 
tions in the country, and the indi- 
cations are that in a few years the 
output will bo quadrupled. 


A lew years ago an association was 


formed for the purpose of setting the 
price and marketing the fruit, and 
since this occurred good prices have 
prevailed and the fruit has been tak- 
en to maket in a promp manner and 
has been distributed in an intelligent 
manner, so that there has been no 
losses at the selling end. 


A company of outside capitalists 


was organized a few years ago and 
they came to Dpor county and bought 
up a large acreage of wild land. This 
was cleared up and planted to cherry 
trees and then placed on the market. 
The company would sell five, ten or 
more acres to a purchaser and take 
care of the tract for four years, after 
which it would be turned over to the 
buyer, at which time it was supposed 
to be in bearing condition. 
This plan 


enabled a professional man or wom- 
an who had had no experience in fruit 
farming to acquire a small orchard 
and eventually move onto it and make 
a business of fruit raising. 


The" cherries plantcyi there ..are 


two varieties of the red kind. One 
variety ripens about two weeks ear- 
lier than the, other, and this enables 
the man with a large acreage to ex- 
tend the picking season over a longer 
time, and-makes it easier to secure 
pickers. 
It was expected that the 


problem of securing pickers would 
put the business on the bum when it 
had assumed large proportions, but 
this has worked out in just the oppo- 
site manner. People from all around 
there now figure on the cherry pick- 
gin season, and figure ahead to be 
on the scene of operation when the 
time comes. Girls have proven to be 
the best pickers, and as a. result they 
are largely in the majority. One man 
told us on Friday that he had fired 
every boy picker he had that day on 
account of their unreliableness', and 
kept only the girls. The farmers "that 
have a large afcreage, and consequent- 
ly have to employ a. great number of 
pickers, provide, quarters for them 
'much the same as is done on the cran- 
berry marshes.- The pickers receive 
this year a cent and aquarter a box 
for doing the wori, and the number 
they pick depends entirely on their 
ability. 
Some pick more than two 


hundred boxes a day, while others 
average only half this amount. The 
wages .are""not large for any of them, 
but those who take part in the work 
•seem'to enjoy it and some of: them 
go back year af^r year/ 


l.ubt week when we wore there the 


early i-lwrrli-s had all been picked 
and they wciv to bi-gin at once on the 
ate varioliis. The crop was good tins 
vear, and il was iniiu- a sight to ridu 
along Hit roads and see llu- trees loa- 
ded wilh fruit. 
The surprising part 


of it was lo sue how small Ihi' tie.-s 
ire when they commence to bear. 
In many insiaiu-es tln> fruit can b.- 
nearly iill picked standing on tho 
ground, and um- would not i-xpecl to 


so much f r u i t on such small troi-s. 


The pickers are very careful not to 
break the branches from the trees 
or destroy iliem in any way. ami pick- 
ers who are not careful in thi;- respect 
soon rind ilit-mselvos out of a job. 


Tin- people of Door county make 
specialty of cherries and macadam 


roads, and the result is that lliose 
who do'not cur,' for cherries olli-n 
liin up 7n lhat country merely to see 
how it seems to roll along for miles 
and miles over road.- that are as near 
perfect as 't is possible to build them 
from lime stone. 
Practically all the 


main roads in the county have now 
been macadamized, and tlioy stretch 
away for miles, almost as white as 
snow, up hill and down, with noth- 
ing said about a speed limit except 
in the vilUiges. There are many sui;i- 
mer resorts scattered about the coun- 
ty as well as many beautiful summer 
homes, and automobiles from all ov- 
er tlie country may be found there 
during Ilie summer months. 
As the 


peninsula is surrounded by water il 
is always comfortably cool then' ev.-n 
d-uring the hottest weather. :;nd this 
fact brings many people there from 
the south every year. 
Some go • 


fish for a few days and others merely 
sit around and enjoy the nice weath- 
er while many auto parties make the 
trip thru the county, stopping only a 
meal or two at a place, and then go 
on to another resort fo spend tho 
night 
Rates at all the hotels are 


reasonable, generally 
being 
about 


(wo dollars a day, and as Ihe board 
is pretty generally firsi class, the trip 
is a most enjoyable one.

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CUT FLOWERS IN THE HOUSE 


Most Effective Form of Decoration, 


to Which Too Little Attention 


Is Usually Given. 


No feature of household decoration 


can do more to render a room attrac- 
tive than the use of flowers. But the 
proper arrangement of flowers Is an 
art, demanding study. The Japanese 
spend years in acquiring this art; but 
the average person gives to tho ar- 
rangement of cut flowers no more 
thought than Is given to the most un- 
esthetic of household tasks. 


In the first place most people err In 


the uiatter of vases. A vase should 
be considered always In connection 
with flowers—not as an object of art 
by Itself. Vases of distinctive \colors 
should bo used'carefully; a neutral 
tint, green or glass vases are safest. 


If you have vases ot very positive 


shades use them only for flowers with 
which they will harmonize. Yellow 
pottery, tor example, Is lovely If filled 
with yellow (lowers or wsth a combi- 
nation of blue and yellow flowers. Low 
yellow or purple bowls filled with 
panslcs are a delight to thu eye. A 
gray ginger jar filled with dusty miller 
and sweet alyssum Is a thing of beau- 
ty; the shimmering silver gray of the 
foliage and f'o white of the blossoms 
harmonize perfectly with the soft-gray 
jar. 


Another common mistake In arrang- 


ing flowers Is to overcrowd the vase. 
Never bunch flowers. Each should be 
put in the water separately to Insure 
a good effect

thought than Is given to the most un- 
esthetic of household tasks. 


In the first place most people err In 


the matter of vases. A vase should 
be considered always In connection 
with flowers—not as an object of art 
by Itself. Vases of distinctive colors 
Bhould be used'carefully; a neutral 
tint, green or glass vases are safest. 


If you havo vases of very positive 


shades use them only for flowers with 
which they will harmonize. Yellow 
pottery, for example. Is lovely If filled 
with yellow flowers or with a combi- 
nation of blue and yellow flowers.
